— British 
troops in force have occupied Ismid 
and Novemrt, which is regarded as 
the beginning of important military 
operations against the nationalists 
under Mustapha Kemal Pasha on 
the Bagdad railroad, twenty-six’ 
miles east of Constantinople. 
This region has been the Nation- 
‘alist stronghold. A British detach- 
ment was compelled to evacuate it 
a few weeks ago. Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha was there personally for long 
periods during last year. On the 
communications to Ismid the Brit- 
ish have evactated the hr 
railroad junction. 

RAILS BLOWN UP. 
Quantities of material have been 
turned over to the Turks—ammuni- 
tion dumps have been mined and 
farther north the railroad for 600 
yards has been blown up, blocking 
the approach to Ismid from the 
south. 
The British disembarked at Iemid 
from dreadnaughts. This operation 
followed naturally the military oc- 
cupation of Constantinople. In the 
absence of Gen. D' Esperey. French 
commander of the Allied forces, the 
occupation was carried out under 
direction of British Gen. Wilson, 
The nationalists are again in the 
mood they were last year after the 
entry into Smyrna and are carry- 
ing on a ceaseless guerrilla warfare. 
They were aroused when French 
troops moved into Marash with 
Senagalese and Armenians in blue 
uniforms.

Visitors who declare that they will 
have nothing more to do with Los Angeles 
because of the high cost of living in @part- 
ment-houses deserve sympathy and im- 


proved conditions, but each day it is be- 


coming more and more manifest that in 
scorning Los Angeles they are deserting 
the frying pan for the fire. In New York 
and Chicago the tenants are holding indig- 
nation meetings and appearing before the 
legislators for relief from conditions that 
are Vastly more distressing than obtain 
here. 

So far as can be learned there is not an 
American city of half a million inhabitants 
Where the average rentals are as low as 
they are in Los Angeles at the present mo- 
ment. The rents are high here, but only 
by comparison with ouf own city. Three 
and four years ago flats and apartments 
were so plentiful that they could be had 
for a song—and the tenant didn’t have to 
be much of a warbler at that. Many per- 
sons who owned apartment-houses or flat 
bufidings were in really distressed circum- 
stances. Ronts were low, tenants scarce 
and interest high. None of the banks and 
few private capitalists would lend a dollar 
on apartment-house property. and landlords 
could not even keep up with the necessary 
improvements. Many owners lost thelr 
equities entirely because they could not 
meet the interest charges on their incum- 
brances.
